
HARLEM NATIONAL ENTRIES. 



One hundred and thirteen of the best han- 
dicap horses in the country are entered in 
the Harlem National Handicap, the $10,000 
stake which will be run for the first time 
on June 6. The list of eligibles to the race, 
which the club hopes to make one of the 
great turf fixtures of the country, was made 
public "Wednesday by Secretarj' Nathan- 
son. In addition to the good material 
of the west, w’hich. from the value of 
the stake was expected to be listed 
for this event, there are several of the 
high class horses from the east. Stand- 
ard Bearer, Blues and Lord Badge are the 
principal ones nominated by eastern own- 
ers. Standard Bearer is owned by Henrj’ T. 
Oxnard, the sugar magnate and is nominated 
for the Derby. His entry in the National 
and Clark Stakes may be regarded as in- 
dicating that the hor.se will be a starter in 
the Derby, as both these Harlem stakes are 
run just before the great Washington Park 
race. Blues is owned by Frank Farrell and 
the present intention is to race, the great son 
of Sir Dixon — Bonnie Blue II. during June 
and July on the Chicago tracks. Lord Badge 
is owned by W. L. Oliver, an eastern man 
who formerly raced in Chicago. 

The entries to the Harlem National show 
a larger number of three-year-olds than was 
to have been expected for a .stake run so 
early in the season. Forty-four of the 113 
entries, or more than one-third of the total 
number are those of three-\'ear-olds; thirty- 
■six are of four-year-olds and thirty-two are 
of five-year-olds and upward. ,\mong the 
three-year-olds are Claude, Savable, Hi.gh 
Chancellor, Gilfain. which, as a two-year-old 
beat McChesney in an all-aged race. Skil- 
ful. Bardolph Sinner Simon. Gregor K., 
Topsoil, Witfull and others that are Ameri- 
can Derby entries. One of the crack three- 
year-olds that is not a Derby entry is Epi- 
cure. which has raced on the coast this win- 
ter and shown to be a colt of good quality. 
,\mong the four-year-olds there are Corri- 
gan, Burns & Waterhouse’s sterling son of 
Sain— Ada Reese; Abe Frank and Aladdin, G. 
C. Bennett’s oft-time stake winners; Bessie 
Spahr, Fred Cook’s speedy mare; Terra 
Firma, Wyeth, Runnels; Red Comyn, P. 
Dunne’s English horse; McChesney, the pride 
of the west and rival of the great Hermis; 
l,ucien Appleby, that remarkable campaigner 
of last season; Jordan. Allan-a-Dale, T. 
C. McDowell’s grand specimen of a race 
horse; Owenton, Hoodwink and Belle’s Com- 
moner, reported to have come into their 
present age in superior form; Bsherln, Otis, 
Old Hutch, Glen Water and Inventor. 
Among those in the older division are Sid- 
ney I.ucas, American Derby winner of 1900; 
Golden Wishes, an English importation; 
The Lady, Flying Torpedo, Favonius, Mo- 
narka. Six Shooter. The Conqueror II., Her- 
nando and Water Cure. Subjoined is the 
complete list of nominations for the Harlem 
National Handicap, one and three-six- 
teenths miles, for which James O’Learj' has 
announced that he will open a future book 
as soon as the weights appear:

ST. LOUIS' NEW JOCKEY CLUfi. 

The Florissant Valley Jockey Club, which 
will control and operate the Kinloch race 
track the coming season, effected an organ- 
ization Wednesday, by the election of the 
following officers: 

Joseph D. Lucas, president; Ralph Orth- 
wein, first vice president; Alex. Konta. sec- 
ond vice president; Ed. Butler, Jr., third vice 
president; Phil Chew. secretar>* and treas- 
urer; Joseph A. Murphy, manager; Lucas, 
Konta, Chew, Butler. Orthwein, John S. 
Bratton, James C. Ohio, Thomas Jenkins 
and Murphy, directors. 

Architect C. H. Deiderich was instructed 
to draw up plans for Improving the grand 
stand, building a clubhouse and putting up 
300 additional stalls. These will probably be 
put up in detached stables of thirty stalls 
each. 

The officials for the meeting were .also se- 
lected. as follows: Presiding judge, and 

liandicapper. Joseph A. Murphy; associate 
judge, Wilson P. Hunt; clerk of the course, 
Ralph H. Tozer; starter, W. M. Murray. 
Tozer was clerk of the course at Tanforan 
one year and was secretary and associate 
judge on the Montana circuit last year. 

Murray has been Chris. Fitzgerald’s as- 
sistant for years, and is regarded as a good 
starter. 

ADVANCE GUARD’S ENTRY. 

Advance Guard may not be allowed to 
start in the big eastern handicaps, the Brook- 
lyn, Suburban, Metropolitan and Brighton. 
It is said the son of Great Tom— Nellie Van 
has not been entered for those events strictly 
in accordance with the rules as recently 
amended by the stewards of the Jockey Club 
and that for that reason Advance Guard will 
not be allowed to start. The rule which 
covers this case comes under the head of 
“Partnerships” and requires that all such 
business combinations between owners must 
be registered with the Jockey Club and pub- 
lished in the next available issue of the Rac- 
ing Calendar. 

Advance Guard last year was owned jointly 
by Alexander Shields of Bound Brook. N. J.. 
and J. W. Carruthers of Toronto, but no 
notice of such partnership has been made 
public in any issue of the Calendar since the 
new rule was adopted on Dec. 11, 1902. Ad- 
vance Guard, meanwhile, has been entered 
in the handicaps for this year in the name 
of Alexander Shields exclusively, which 
would strictly comply with the rules, pro- 
vided a registration of such ownership had 
lieen made. If it is found that Advance 
Guard has been illegally entered he can be 
disqualified unless the stewards decided to 
allow his owner to rectify the error upon a 
nominal payment. 

It is a matter of fact that the new rule is 
not generally understood, even by some of 
the best posted turfmen, and for this reason 
it is believed considerable leniency should be 
exercised in its enforcement. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

The purchase of the three-year-old Ona- 
tas, one of J. E. Madden’s American Derby 
candidates and an eligible for all the han- 
dicaps of importance on the eastern racing 
calendar, is part of Frederick Gebhard’s 
scheme of turf expansion for 1903. Mr. Geb- 
hard has had lengrthy correspondence with 
Mr. Madden concerning the Top Gallant 
colt within the last three or four weeks, and 
it is his intention to go down into Kentucky 
to see him. 

If Mr. Gebhard is satisfied with his in- 
spection of Onatas, according to report, he 
will take him. He would consider the colt’s 
absolute soundness as to legs and wind 
satisfactory, and would not, if Onatas pre- 
sented a clean bill in these particulars, 
haggle over a price. Mr. Gebhard’s old time 
enthusiasm for horse racing is thoroughly 
aroused, and he purposes to get into the 
game this year with a first class stable. 

E. D. Morgan, who, with August Belmont 
and John Sanford makes up the State Rac- 
ing Commission, of New York, has a fine 
lot of two-year-olds in training at West- 
bury, L. I. in the care of James Boden. 

What Lexington horsemen onsider one of 
the most royally bred foals of the season and 
the first to be born to Jean Beraud, was 
dropped at McGrathiana Stud Monday by 
the broodmare Kusson, she by St. Blaise,— 
Carita, by The Ill-Used. The newcomer is a 
bay colt.

Hanover. She is also a half sister to Ca- 
rina, the dam of Prince of Monaco, St. Julien
